Many of you will "by now have noticed the building 
activity on the Village Green beside the Drift. This, 
if you did not already know, is to be your Village Hall. 

I use the words you r Village Hall, because that is what 
it will be. The Hall and its associated facilities will 
be used by you and the future residents of Bar Hill - 
and, what is more, it will be run by you! 

The facilities it will provide will, I am sure, make 
it the envy of many other villages in the area - it 
will have a self-contained playgroup area, changing 
rooms, a lounge and bar, a meeting room and a large 
general purposes hall. This, then, is probably one 
of the most important and far-reaching developments to 
take place in the village.

All 
suggestions will be welcomed by the Village Hall 
Management Committee, who will be holding their first 
AGM in the Church on Wednesday 12th July at 7.30 p.m. 

Please try to come along to this very important 
meeting to ensure the success of this venture. We 
cannot afford apathy this time - everyone must be 
involved, so GET UP AND JOIN IN!

Wo rks Report 

The village green drainage (play area) is almost 
completed. Remedial work has started on the cricket 
pitch. 

The Works Manager expressed concern over the number 
of vandalised trees in the Hollytrees and Foxhollow 
area, and also at the amount of rubbish dumped 
around the village. There is a rubbish skip at the 
side of the Farm House which can be used by residents 
to get rid ~>f garden rubbish.

An application was 
received from Tesco's to add another pay-booth to 
the garage, and the Cambridgeshire Hotel want to 
add another bedroom block.

MONTHLY RECIPE 

I hope you had some success with the previous recipes. 
Your comments are most welcome. This month's recipe is 
a bit different. It is called "Piagi" or "Pakoda". 

Ingredients 
6 large onions 

4 heaped tablespoons plain flour(or preferably granary 
flour) 

-§■ teaspoonful salt 

•J- teaspoonful chilli powder (or 1 or 2 chopped green 
chillis) according to taste 
4 teaspoonful turmeric 

t teaspoonful freshly milled black pepper 
sufficient oil for deep frying 

Method 

Slice onions finely, add salt, chilli, turmeric and 
'pepper and mix thoroughly. Gradually add flour until 
mixture is almost of a dropping consistency (adding 
a little water if necessary. Heat oil until very hot, 
then drop in mixture a tablespoonful at a time (frying 
as many as possible at one time) until golden brown, 
drain on kitchen paper and serve hot. 

Nice served with fresh tomato salad (sliced tomatoes 
garnished with salt, pepper, chopped onion and lemon 
juice).

The weather has apparently beaten us again, and in 
spite of initial enthusiasm, parts of the allotments 
site are now a disgrace to the village. Would those 
people who have tall grass and weeds on their plots 
please cut them down - don't shirk your responsibility 
to the Association or to neighbouring plot holders. Y/e 
will only beat the weeds if EVERYONE does their bit. 

We remind people of the flame-gun, kept in the hut, 
which is available to all plot holders - key to hut 
from Terry Buttress, 69 Oatlands Avenue, evenings or 
weekends only please. V/e hope to purchase a'scythe and 
bill-hook soon, also to be kept in the hut. 

The Parish Council have undertaken a comprehensive 
drainage programme for the site, and work is due 'to 
start in the near future.. This should considerably 
alleviate our winter flooding problem, although this 
would also be helped by rough digging the worst plo.ts 
in the autumn. 

Some plots now have a good growth of thistles on them. 
Please note that it is a notifiable offence to allow 
thistles to seed and shed their seed, and such plot 
holders could be fined. 

Finally, if you do decide to give up your plot, please 
Jpne.-Q.C the Committee know, and-we can then 
re-ailocate or keep cut as necessary.
